Carol Kaye on “The Birds and the Bees: “They ran my guitar through a Leslie organ Speaker cabinet with the 
blower onfor this tune - you had to play very even and strong to trigger the notes just right. An interesting 
ejfect. This date was at Gold Star a Don Ralke arrangement (Herb Newman production), later paid as union 
(first not - one ofthose "demo " dates most Studio musicians did to help afledgling Company get off the ground 
with, before you insisted they got the Musicians Union license to hire us legally - we got 2 checks for this, the 
original one and later on, the Union one). Jewell sung live with the small band, he's a very nicefellow, 
wonderful singer and is still going strong on-tour etc. ”
